County Starts 


Garbage Service 


Coffee County will start a 
free countywide garbage pickup 
program Wednesday, according 
to Probate Judge James Sawyer. 

He said 100 fourcubic yard 
garbage containers have been 
placed at strategic areas in the 
county in an effort to serve all 
the people. 

Cowsty residents will take 
their “garbage to these contain- 
ers where it will be picked up 
twice a week. Every effort has 
been made to locate a container 
within two miles of each res- 
ident. 

Pickup will be made by a 
special truck equipped with a 
packer body. 

The garbage will be taken 
to the county’s 14 acre land- 
fill just east of New Brockton. 

Waste will be covered each 
day at the landfill with a bull- 
dozer Sawyer said the New 
Brockton site, which was ap- 
proved by the Alabama Health 
Department should last at least 
10 to 15 years. 

Cost of the containers and 
equipment for the landfill was 
just a little over $100,000, Saw- 
yer said. He estimated the an- 
nual cost of maintaining the 
collection system and landfill 
at abeut $30 000. 

“We are providing this ser- 
vice at a great expense,” Saw- 
yer said. “It will improve 
the appearance and sanitation 
of our county. 

We expect all of the people 
to take pride in the fact that 
we have made provisions to take 
care of their solid waste,” he 
added. 

Sawyer said officials are ask- 
ing that residents put their 
garbage in the containers and 
not throw it at them. 

“We want to do everything 
we can to see that these con 
tainers do not become an eye- 
sore,” Sawyer added. 

He said that an information 
and education campaign is being 
conducted to get everyone fam- 
iliar with location and use of 
the garbage containers.

The 
objective of this program 1's as 
follows: . “It is an organization 
of persons who give one-to-one 
or small group assistauce to 
pupils ‘needing’, extra help in 
reading” 


The general aims of the 
Volunteer © Tutorial Program, 
are as follows: (1) To’ assist, 
teachers in providing more in- 
dividualization and gnrichment 
of instruction to their Reading 
classes. (2) Fo-provide an op- 
portunity for interested com- 
munity members to participate 
effectively in our school’s pro- 
gram. (3) To build an under- 
standing of school problems 
among citizens, thus stimulat- 
ing widespread involvement in 
the total educational process. 
(4) To strengthen school-com- 
munity relations through such 
positive participation.

Elba-Troy 
Highway To 
Be Widened 


Late last week Coffee county 
Representative Douglas EBast- 
ers was proudly displaying a 
letter from Acting Highway Dir- 
ector Ray Bass stating that fin- 
ally there is to be some state 
highway work in this area of 
Coffee County. 

According to the letter from 
Bass the Elba - Troy Highway 
is to be widened from Elba to 
it's junction with US 231 in 
Troy. 

The highway willbe fourlaned 
for an additional 3.268 fromthe 
present four lane and curbs 
added. This part will cost $311, 
045.00 and funds are already 
budgeted for this, 

For the next thirteen miles 
the road will be widened to 24 
feet and this will cost the state 
$897,010.00.. These funds will 
be budgeted as state,work crews 
get time for the work, « 

Going past the Pike County 
line for about’ 10 miles, sim- 
ilar plans are engineered and

the “cost will be °$933,530.00. 


From Mossey Grove to.U, S. 
231 in Troy the road will be 
widened to 52 feet, with curbs. 


This is approximately 2 1/2 ~ 


miles. - The estimated cost of 
this is $347,557 of which $110, 
349.94. has been budgeted and the 
balance will be funded as needed 
according to Bass. 

The total project will cost 
antestimated $2,487,132.00 with 
over $400,000 already funded. 
Included in this work, accord- 
ing to Easters is an improved 
intersection with the Metcalf 
Road, a spot that has been a 
sorce of many complaints over 
the years. 


Easters Hopes

Action Soon 


While discussing the improv—- 


ing of the highway 87 from Elba 
to Troy last week Represent- 
ative Douglas Easters related 
some of his experience in work- 
ing for his number 1 priority 
highway project in the Elba 
area namely four laning of U.S. 
84 East to the city limits. 

He related many conversa- 
tions with different people who 
thought the project was “in the 
mill”. 

He told this newspaper that 
when “the mill” failed to show 
any progress he began looking 
closer and after much search- 
ing by some of the newer high- 
way department personnel, 
some very old pleminary plans 
were found but it was discover- 
ed that no work at all had been 
done of bridge design for Beav- 
er Dam Creek. 

Easters noted that he had 
worked out a plan with the 
Highway Department to widen 84 
from the city limits to the 
bridge in the very near future 
and then as soon as bridge 
plans could be drawn up, the 
additional work from the bridge 
to town would be done as nec- 
essary. He did not know just 
what the engineers would find 
necessary from Beaver Dam to 
downtown, but promised to keep 
in touch with them and relay 
the information as it became 
available. 

Easters also noted that there 
was state money available on 
a 50-50 matching basis to re- 
surface streets in Elba and that 
Enterprise had recently taken 
advantage of this offer fromthe 
highway department.

7- 0 HERE FRIDAY NIGHT 


The Elba Tigers won a hard 
fought football game last Friday 
night when they defeated the An- 
dalusia Bulldogs 7-0. The Ti- 
gers scored in the fading se- 
conds of the first half after 
recovering a fumbled Andalusia 
punt on the Bulldog 40. Soph- 
omore Bill Mickle carried the 
ball in from the three yard 
line. 

In a two minute period lead- 
ing up to the score Mickle 
carried the ball five times for 
20 yards and two first downs 
also carrying the ball on the 
forty yard drive were Stevie 
Darfiels and a Wayne Flowers 
to Jimmy Bailey pass that covy- 
ered 14 yards. Quarterback 
Flowers was the man who very 
alertly recovered the Andy fum- 
bled punt to give the Tigers 
the scoring opportunity.

The 
inhabitants of the town were 
forced to seek refuge in the se- 
cond stories of their homes 
and on roof tops and trees 
A number of lives were lost. 
Miss Harper and the relief 
operator, an elderly woman, 
were on duty in the central 
office, a one-story frame build- 
ing, the ‘first floor of. which 
raised eight to ten feet on a 
rather insecure foundation of 
concrete pilings. They were 
warned frequently to leave but 
stayed on duty until every 
telephone failed. At first, Miss 
Harper concentrated her efforts 
on warning the inhabitants inthe 
locality and directing their re- 
scue; then, when she realized 
that the situation was of unu- 
sual seriousness, she warned

According to a law that 
was supposed to be effective 
last fall, all household type gar- 
bage must now be taken to the 
central county dump in New Br- 
Brockton and covered with dirt 
daily. 

Trash, leaves and tree limbs 
will continue to be dumped at 
the Elba dump but no burning 
will be allowed in the future, 
according to Dyess. He noted 
that if anyone is caught dump- 
ing illegal garbage at the Elba 
dump, the necessary legal ac- 
tion will be taken to insure 
that the state and federal health 
and safety laws are not vio- 
lated anymore.

Employees of several stock 
brokerage firms were up in arms, 
Under a new state law, they had 
to be fingerprinted in order to 


te Pret Eas 


ployeées in “sensitive” occupations, 
Almost always, the courts have 
overruled the assorted constitu 
tional objections raised by dis- 
gruntled individuals, 


In fact, the law no longer con- 
siders fingerprinting to be any 
great hardship anyhow, In another 
case, a used furniture dealer com- 
plained about a fingerprint re- 
quirement for anyone selling sec- 
ond-hand goods, 

“It makes the people in my line 
of business look like criminals,” 
he said in a court hearing. 

But the court disagreed, point- 
ing out that fingerprints are now 
used routinely in hospitals, 
schools, and government as @ 
reliable means of identification, 
As one judge put it: 

“The day is long past when 
fingerprinting carried with it a 
stigma of criminality.” 

This does not mean, howev@t, 
that the police may resort to 
highhanded methods to obtain 
fingerprints. Consider the follow- 
ing case: 

Officers investigating a burglary 


took a man into custody even 
though they had no adequate 
grounds for arrest, Their reason: 
to obtain his fingerprints, As it 
happened, the prints did turn out 
to be incriminating. 

Nevertheless, they were held 
not admissible against the man 
in court. The judge said the Con- 
stitution forbids “wholesale in- 
trusions upon the personal secur- 
ity of our citizenry.” __

Farm Credit Act 
Signifies Improved 


Rural Living Conditions 


SENATOR JIM ALLEN 


On Tuesday, October 24, I 
had the pleasure of visiting 
the new home of Mr. and Mrs. 
James B. Sullivan of Fort 
Deposit who received the first 
rural residence loan made in 
Alabama through a Federal 
Land Bank Association. 

This loan was made pos- 
sible because of Congression- 
al approval of the Farm Cre- 
dit Act of 1971 which I had 
the honor of co-authoring with 
Senator Herman Talmadge of 
Georgia. 

Rural residents share with 
farmers the job of making their 
entire community a productive 
and pleasant place to live. In 
this day and age neither far- 
mers nor  non-farmers can 
make it alone. Working to- 
gether, however, they can cre- 
ate the kind of attractive com- 
munity -- with homes, jobs, 
conveniences and opportunity -- 
that will build a strong rural 
America. 

But a major block to rur- 
al revitalization has been the 
almost impossible task for ma- 
ny people of moderate means 
of obtaining financing for a 
rural home, simply because 
loan programs weren’t avail- 
able. 

So, 1 am particularly hap- 
py to serve on the Senate Com- 
mittee on Agriculture, the Com- 
mittee which conducted hear- 
ings on the legislation which 
made the Sullivan loan pos- 
sible -- the Farm Credit Act 
of 1971. I am a member of 
the subcommittee which looked 
closely at this legislation and 
I am proud to have presided 
over some ofthe hearings which 
explored details of the bill. 

I am convinced that the Farm 
Credit Act of 1971 will prove 
to be one of the most signifi- 
cant pieces of legislation -- 
in terms of the beneficial ef- 
fect it will have on rural Ame- 
rica -- that has been approved 
by Congress in the past de- 
cade. Not only does that Act 
add new financing for rural 
homes and several other lend- 
ing categories, but it permits 
the entire Farm Credit Sys- 
tem to make significant im- 
provements across-the-board 
in its existing farm lending 
programs. 

This additional financing

means local jobs. It means 
more money spent in the com- 
munity. Jt means an increase 
in the tax base. That’s the 
dollars-and-cents impact of 
this new program. But even 
more important than that, it 
means that rural families are 
now able to obtain financing so 
that they can live where they 
want to -- in the countryside. 

There are a great many 


people like the Sullivans who 
want 


to live and raise their 


« 


families in a rural enyiron- 
ment, and this is a healthy 
sign for Alabama and for Ame- 
rica. We have too long wat- 
ched helplessly as families, 
friends and neighbors moved 
from the countryside to the 
teeming cities. But America 
is at last waking up. Through 
programs such as this, peo- 
ple all over America now have 
a far greater opportunity to 
decide, for themselves,where 
they will live.

The Protestant Reformation 
is more than a date in the his- 
tory of the Church. The age 
of the Reformation should be 
better known by twentieth-cen- 
tury Christians, Yes, our tra- 
dition was hewn out of this 
mighty rock some four hund- 
red and fifty-five years ago 
this very week. The noble men 
of that period, like the first 
century Christians, gave their 
lives that we might have a free 
church and free access to the 
throne of God. 

The Reformation is also a 
spiritual experience. The spirit 
of reform began a long time 
before Martin Luther, and that 
kind of spirit is so badly needed 
today in our time. Normally, 
we have some mistaken ideas 
about the reformers. We often 
think of a reformer as being a 
negative minded individual who 
is forever condemning, critici- 
zing, and nagging. This popu- 
lar view is shallow and wrong. 
The reformers of any century 
think positively when others are 
indifferent or shallow minded. 
The reformer looks ahead when 
others are focusing only on 
the present situation. The re- 
former is a faithful man who 
follows after the ways of God, 
whatever other men do or say. 

In a similar fashion, we 
often think of the word “pro- 
test” in a negative term. A 
protestor is always against 
something, we say. Our word 
“protest”, however, is derived 
from Latin words meaning “to 
affirm” or “to witness”. Pro- 
test is a positive, active affir- 
mation. Protestantism began 
not so much in the mood of con- 
demnation as in the spirit of 
affirming great truths which 
had been neglected or forgotten. 
This is the true meaning of 
Protestantism. 

The truth of the Reforma- 
tion was discovered by earnest 
and devout men who searched 
anew the scriptures for the 
revelation of God’s will. What 
were some of the discoveries 
of the 16th century reform- 
ers? In the first place, they 
affirmed that all men are equal 
before God. This in time be- 
came a cardinal tenet of pol- 
itical democracy. In the sec- 
ond place, there should be no 
artificial distinctions b. ween 
laymen and clergy. The priest- 
hood of the faithful layman is 
a legacy given to us. The third 
affirmation was that every 
faithful man could approach God 
without the assistance of any 
mediator except Jesus Christ 
only. In other words, no priest 
or clergyman was necessary for 
man to pray to God. In the 
fourth place, the Holy Bible 
became a book of the common 
people. Everyone again hadthe 
right to read and interpret for 
himself. 

Perhaps, we need to renew 
our witness of these great prin- 
ciples in our faith today. We 
tend to become too complacent 
in our church life. We need 
vision of what the future by 
the grace of God can be. We 
need to be grateful to God for 
these men who dreamed.

If salt and water intake into 
the body exceeds the capacity 
of the kidneys to handle them, 
the body can swell, and this 
fluid retention, called edema, 
can result ultimately in fail- 
ure of even a normal heart, On 
the other hand, if too little 
fluid and salt are taken into the 
body, the result can be low 
blood pressure, which in turn 
can further reduce kidney func- 
tion. 

Malfunction of the kidneys 
affects the cardiovascular sys- 
tem in other ways. Hyper- 
tension, or high blood pressure, 
at times severe, often accom- 
panies kidney disease, placing 
considerable stress onthe heart 
and blood vessels. The kidney 
also is the source of a hor- 
mone essential to normal red 
blood cell production. Anemia 
is always found to be associated 
with kidney failure, therefore, 
putting further stress on the 
heart. Many medications, in- 
cluding digitalis, the chief drug 
for treating heart failure, rely 
on the kidney for their excre- 
tion, so that medicine dosages 
may need periodic re-adjust- 
ment in patients with serious 
renal disease. 

For reasons which are not 
clear, severe kidney failure 
also is associated with peri- 
carditis, a painful and serious 
inflammation of the sac con- 
taining the heart. Diffuse mal- 
function of heart muscle also 
may occur, leading directly to 
resistant heart failure 

On the other hand, diseases 
of the heart may greatly af- 
fect kidney function. As heart 
failure develops, decreased 
volumes of blood reach the kid- 
ney, impair its ability to ex- 
crete wastes, and an intricate 
series of events causes abnor- 
mal retention of salt and water. 
Blood volume expands further, 
therefore, and tends to worsen 
the degree of heart failure al- 
ready present. Treatment of 
the heart failure centers prom- 
inently around inducing excre- 
tion of the excess salt and water 
by the use of so-called diu- 
retic agents. High blood pres- 
sure of any cause may severely 
and permanently damage the 
kidney -- kidney failure being 
the prime cause of death in a 
significant proportion of hyper- 
tensive patients. 

Bacterial endocarditis, a 
disease ofthe heart valves com- 
monly seen in rheumatic heart 
disease, also causes progres- 
sive and permanent renal dis- 
ease if inadequately treated. 

These are only a few of 
the many interactions between 
the heart and kidney. It is 
inevitable that research in the 
area of kidney function and dis- 
ease will continue to be sup- 
ported by local Heart Associa- 
tions and by the American Heart 
Association as it has inthe past.

Veterans Benefits 
To Increase 


President Nixon has signed 
into law in the past few days 
several bills that greatly in 
crease benefits to veterans, 
Montgomery Veterans Admini- 
stration Regional Office, an- 
nounced today. 

The one bill that will af- 
fect most veterans immediately 
is an increase in the educa- 
tional allowance for veterans 
attending school under the G.1 
Bill. The rate has been $175 
per month for a single veteran 
attending school full-time. This 
rate has been increased to $220 
per month. The increase is ef- 
fective with the next check due 
the veteran on the first of Nov- 
ember. The increase is re- 
troactive to September 1, 1972, 
and the bill calls for monthly 
payments to be made one month 
in advance instead of at the 
end of the month. 

“The next checks to be re- 
ceived by veterans in Alabama 
will reflect payments for all 
of the retroactive time and for 
the month of November,” Smart 
stated. 

“As in the past, the vet- 
eran will not be called upon 
to do anything to receive the 
increase in allotment. It will 
be an automatic payment,” he 
said 

A veteran with one depen- 
dent and who is attending sch- 
ool on a full-time basis will 
receive an increase of $56 a 
month or a total of $261. Vet 
erans having two dependents 
will receive $298 a month, and 
for each additional dependent 
the allowance will be another 
$18 per month. 

President Nixon also signed 
legislation authorizing $25 mil- 
lion a year over the next sey- 
en years in VA grants to help 
build eight new medical sch- 
ools financed mostly by state 
governments, but which would 
use VA land and hospital faci- 
lities. The law also authorizes 
$50 million a year for seven 
years to make grants to ex- 
panding state medical schools 
and for aid to college educa- 
tion courses in the health ser- 
vices field. 

In signing the legislation 
into law, the President said 
he felt “a deep sense of per- 
sonal gratitude to the men and 
women who have served their 
country.” 

“IT urge all veterans who 
are not now using their G.I. 
benefits to check with the Vet- 
erans Administration on the 
possibility ot doing so in the 
very near future,” Smart con- 
cluded.

5. Who Will Make Up The Lost? 


Il. Unenforceable Law .. 


We have had the so-called dry law in Coffee County since 1907 and it was not 
enforced because it lacked public support. Now, with the new Possession Law 
passed by the 1971 Legislature which says that an adult can legally possess up 
to three quarts of whiskey and a case of beer or up to three quarts of wine 
and a case of beer in so-called “dry” counties the situation has become 
really impossible. 


To lawlessness and bootlegging would be extended by Coffee County by votin 
for the “dry ” law. _ Ask your local county and city law officers ‘t see aii 
enforce the old prohibition law under the new “possession” law. They can’t 
and you know it. This situation is one of the reasons that in the last eleven 
years there have been twelve “dry” counties to vote for Legal Control. No 
Legal Control county has voted “dry” in the past fifteen years although there 
have been five attempts by the “drys” to do so. There must be a reason for 
this - there is, REGULATION AND REVENUE. 


3. Affects Everyone. 


The “dry” law affects every one . . . the parents... the businessman... 
the law enforcement man . . . the public official . . . salaried men and the 
farmer . . . We have the alcoholic beverages but we can’t REGULATE them 
- . . hor can we get TAX REVENUE from them... it chases away trade 
dollars to nearby wet areas and also our sales tax dollars we should collect at 
home + + + chases away tourist dollars to Dothan and elsewhere because the 
traveling public today demands the right make up his own mind on the matter 
of alcoholic beverages . . . Remember . .. Prohibition “drys up” only two 
things . . . Tax Revenue and Trade Dollars. 


4. Your Revenue Facts. . 


Our county and towns need additional funds for public services . . . Since we 
now have the legal possession of alcoholic beverages in our county, would it 
not be best to adopt Legal Control so that we could tax and regulate these bev- 
erages . . . Look at our neighbor counties of Houston, Henry, Barbour and Pike 
... all have had Legal Control since 1937 . . . they welcome our trade dollars. 
In the last fiscal year our county and towns received a total of $62,887.59 in 
DIRECT REVENUE from the STATE ABC BOARD .. .. Last year the Wet 
Counties with 68% of the state population and the control of both houses of the 
Legislature, introduced a bill to confine these DIRECT REVENUES TO THE 
WET COUNTIES AND CITIES . . . this bill passed the House with-more than 
a two to one majority; it did not come toa vote in the Senate, but it will 
pass in May, 1973 Legislature. Remember what happened on our loss of 
gasoline tax revenues in the last few years, so don’t say it can’t happen... 
Guess who would have to make up this loss by new or increased taxes?

’ Corner

One of the high and holy 
experiences that can bind Ch- 
ristians together of all faiths 
is the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper. In our various denomi- 
nations, we have different ways 
of receiving the Sacrament. 
Some of us kneel, some stand, 
and some sit. The bodily po- 
sition that we take hardly makes 
any difference, it is the atti- 
tude one has in his heart. It 
is the determination that one 
has concerning his future re- 
lationship with the Giver of the 
Supper, that being Jesus Christ. 
I have received Communion in 
the largest of churches and I 
have received it in the simpl- 
est of church structures. The 
meaning should be the same 
to the worshipper who has pre- 
pared himself. 

Today, I want us to think 
about hands at the Lord’s Sup- 
per. This past Sunday, we 
observed the Sacrament in our 
Church and I noticed as I have 
on other occasions how the 
hands of people speak. 

Some hands were relaxed 
in prayer, resting uponthe rail. 
Gently they accepted the bread 
and wine, symbols of the body 
and blood of Christ. Then a- 


‘gain they resumed their atti- 


tude of prayer, relaxed, clasp- 


ed with heads bowed in acknow- 
ledgment of sin, hope of for- 
giveness and prayer for guid- 
ance, 

There were hands that trem- 
bled and shook as they handled 
the bread and the tiny glass. 
These hands spoke so eloquent- 
ly of their owner's years, hands 
that could before so long clasp 
the hand of their Savior, Jesus 
Christ. 

Chubby hands with their 
small, plump fingers which ex- 
perimentally accept the sacri- 
ficial offering. Hands of lit- 
tle boys and girls, guided by 
loving hands of parents to their 
first experience at the Lord’s 


Table. “And forbid them not, 
for such is the Kingdom of 
Heaven”. 

The long, slender fingers 
of a mother’s hands, that for 
a lifetime have prepared the 
food, washed and ironed the 
clothes and carried on the end- 


less tasks of family and home. 
Hands that on some were crook- 
ed at the joints, some that were 
wrinkled, and some whose skin 
was blotched -- butallthatgave 
evidence of love and willing 
sacrifice. 

Smooth hands with tapered, 
glowing fingers and beautiful 
rings attached -- hands of those 
who love God, yet proud of 
their appearance.

In Tuesday's election, Cof 
fee County voters rejected the 
sale of alcoholic beverages in 
their County by a small major- 
ity. 

With 46 of the 50 Coffee County 
boxes counted unofficially, the 
wet-dry vote was 4283 voting wet 


and 5310 voting dry. This is 
a fraction over 55% dry vote 
and the outstanding boxes are 
rural boxes and esxpected to 
increase the dry vote nfargin 
Slightly. 


The City of Elba voted dry 
by a vote of 6862 dry to 688 
wet while Enterprise voted wet 
by a slim margin of 2426 wet 
to 2355 dry. New Brockton vot- 
ers rejected legalized sale of 
alcoholic beverage by a vote of 
419 against to 252 for. This is 
a 167 vote margin and was 
probably one oft the highest 
dry percentages in the county. 

For County Commissioners, 
District No. 4, Don Smith, Ben- 
nie Beckham and O. V. Waters 
carried the votes for Places 1, 
2 and 3 respectively. 

Maxwell Reeves retained his 
office as Tax Collector, winning 
over Republician Charles Gib- 
son by a wide margin. 

For Representative from 
2nd Congressional District, In- 
cumbent Bill Dickinson won the 
office for another term. He 
defeated Ben Reeves. 

Senator John Sparkman was 
elected for another term, \.He 
outpolled his Republician chal- 
lenger Winton Blount by a three 
to one yote spread in E Iba. 

A landslide vote put Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon back in the 
White House for four more 
years.
